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PREFACE. 


THE   COMMONWEALTH,    1649-1660. 

In  presenting  the  second  volume  of  the  County  Records  the 
Committee  has  availed  itself  of  the  very  valuable  notes  made 
during  the  examination  of  the  Session  Minutes  Book  by  Mr. 
W.  J.  Hardy.  The  Committee  has  further  to  acknowledge  Mr. 
Hardy's  courtesy  and  generosity  in  preparing  and  presenting  an 
index  of  the  contents  of  the  volume  which  largely  increases  the 
value  of  the  work. 

The  reason  which  decided  the  Records  Committee  to  print 
this  portion  as  a  separate  issue  is  that  therein  is  contained  the 
proceedings  of  Quarter  Sessions  from  165 1  to  1660,  the  earliest 
period  covered  by  our  County  Records. 

The  volume  does  not  reveal  the  prevalence  of  any  very  serious 
crime  in  the  County.  We  find  (p.  8)  an  indictment,  in  1651,  of 
three  labourers,  two  of  Bedford  and  one  of  Biddenham,  for  assault- 
ing the  gaoler  at  Bedford  and  hindering  the  execution  of  certain 
prisoners  "  condemned  to  die  "  ;  but  that  is  the  only  reference  to 
the  carrying  out  of  capital  punishment,  and  there  are  but  few 
instances  of  cases  coming  before  the  magistrates  in  which  a 
prisoner  would  have  been  committed  on  the  capital  charge.  One  of 
these  is,  however,  curious,  as  it  records  the  fact  that  at  the  Sessions 
held  at  Bedford  on  3rd  of  October,  1653,  the  wife  of  a  carpenter  of 
Little  Stoughton  was  sent  for  trial  at  the  Assizes  "  for  feloniously 
bewitching  William  Holland." 

On  two  occasions  when  the  capital  sentence  might  have  been 
carried  out,  those  who  by  their  offence — sheep  stealing — brought 
themselves  within  its  operation,  escaped  the  penalty  by  demonstrat- 
ing their  ability  to  read  the  "  neck  verse";  that  is' to  say,  they 
successfully  pleaded  "  benefit  of  clergy,"  were  branded — 
•'  cauterized  "  as  the  Record  puts  it — and  discharged.  Both  these 
instances  occurred  in  1660  (pp.  53  and  54). 

The  great  majority  of  charges  considered  by  the  magistrates 
were  for  petty  theft,  forestalling,  or  engrossing.  There  were  also 
a  number  of  charges  of  poaching  and  of  illegal  hunting.  Amongst 
the  parks  and  enclosures  in  which  the  latter  offence  was  committed 
we  find  the  Earl  of  Elgin's  at  Houghton,  Lady  Bolingbroke's  at 
Bletsoe,  the  Earl  of  Bedford's  at  Woburn,  and  the  Countess 
Dowager  of  Kent's.  There  are  also  instances  of  trespass  in 
"  several  "  or  private  fisheries,  amongst  them  the  fishery  of  Sir 
Thomas  Leigh.  Chasing  and  taking  "  conies  "  in  various  "  free- 
warrens  "  seems  also  to  have  been  a  not  uncommon  offence. 


There  arc  main-  charges  of  the  use  of  abusive  language,  either 
in  open  court  or  to  individual  members  of  the  bench,  and  some  of 
the  use  of  expressions  against  the  Cromwell  ian  government.  In 
1652   John   Manley,  "late  of  Wilshamstead,   gentleman,"  spoke 

"  scandalous  "  words  against  Robert  Lovett,  a  justice  (p.  14)  and, 
five  years  later,  Thomas  Mayhew,  a  member  of  the  Middle  Temple 
and  a  lawyer  of  some  repute,  (who  was  then,  presumably,  a  resident 

at  Barford),  assaulted  the  constable  of  Kempston,  and  when 
charged  with  the  offence  so  far  forgot  his  legal  dignity  as  to  exclaim 

that  he  "  cared  not  a for  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  England." 

(p.  42).  A  widow  residing  at  Milbrook  was  in  1653  fined  5s.  for 
speaking  "  false  and  opprobrious  words  against  the  governors  and 
government  of  England,"  (p.  24),  and  a  gentleman  of  Turvey  was 
committed  the  same  year,  for  speaking  "  false  scandalous  and 
malicious  words  "  against  "  the  forces  "  of  the  Commonwealth  (Ibid). 

As  to  the  vigour  or  laxity  with  which  the  then  existing  laws 
were  enforced  in  Bedfordshire,  the  entries  in  the  volume  afford  some 
evidence  ;  whipping  was  a  punishment  frequently  meted  out  both 
t< )  men  and  women  for  petty  offences. 

Two  instances  are  recorded  of  sentences  to  the  pillory — one 
in  165  1  and  the  other  in  1659  ;  strangely  enough  they  were  both 
inflicted  for  offences  of  a  very  similar  nature.  In  the  first  instance 
William  Daulby,  an  Elstow  labourer,  obtained, by  a  forged  "brief" 
or  licence  to  collect  money,  the  sum  of  five  shillings  from  his 
fellow  townsfolk,  in  aid  of  a  loss  pretended  to  have  been  suffered 
in  a  fire  at  Tanficld  in  Yorkshire.  He  was  sentenced  to  stand  upon 
the  pillory  for  one  hour  on  each  of  three  successive  days  in  "  open 
market  "  at  Ampthill,  Woburn  and  Bedford,  with  a  paper  on  his 
head  expressing  his  offence.  Further  he  was  to  pay  i,io  "  to  the 
use  of  the  State,"  and  to  lie  in  prison  till  he  paid  it  (p.  9). 

In  the  second  instance,  Antony  Bray  of  Bedford  and  his  wife 
had  imposed  on  the  charitable  by  means  of  a  forged  document 
which  showed  them  to  have  been  the  victims  of  a  robbery  by 
Turkish  pirates  ;  the  husband  was  acquitted,  but  the  wife  found 
guilt}-  and  sentenced  to  stand  on  the  pillory,  on  three  successive 
market  days,  in  the  three  towns  last  mentioned,  wearing  on  her 
head  a  paper  expressing  her  offence.  No  monetary  fine  was,  in 
this  case,  inflicted  ;  but,  she  was  sentenced  to  be  branded  on  the 
forehead  with  the  letter  "  C  "  (p.  51).* 

There  arc  in  the  volume  occasional  indications  of  dissatis- 
faction with  the  severity  of  certain  of  the  existing  statutes.  This 
dissatisfaction  reveals  itself  in  a  disinclination  on  the  part  of  those 
intrusted  with  the  administration  of  the  law  to  perform  their  duties  ; 
thus,  in  1652,  we  find  the  constables  of  Milton  Bryan,  allowing 
vagrants  to  pass  unpunished,  probably  from  an  objection  to  inflict 
a  grievous    whipping   on    persons   who    may  have  committed  no

greater  offence  than  failing  to  find  employment  (p.  19).  We  feel 
less  sympathy  with  the  constable  of  Renhold  who  refused  to  make 
"  hue  and  cry  "  after  a  person  who  had  committed  a  robbery  (p.  45). 

Many  of  the  entries  of  a  miscellaneous  nature  are  of  interest. 
Several  persons  were  indicted  for  exercising  trades  to  which  they 
had  not  served  due  apprenticeship  ;  sanitary  precautions  were  not 
neglected,  and  a  man  who  placed  "corrupted  meat"  near  a  high- 
way, "  to  the  infecting  of  the  ayre,"  was  fined  five  shillings  (p.  22)  ; 
a  carrier  who  laid  his  goods  on  the  road  was  prosecuted  for 
obstruction  (p.  28)  ;  selling  by  false  weights  was  duly  punished  ;  a 
man  who  passed  off  brass  rings  for  gold  was  prosecuted  (p.  37)  ; 
and  we  have,  in  1657,  an  instance  of  refusal  to  pay  a  rate" for  the 
repair  of  Sharnbrook  Church  (p.  42). 

The  offence  of  "  stocking  "  seems  to  have  been  committed  by 
persons  in  various  degrees  of  life,  a  knight,  an  esquire,  a  gentleman, 
and  a  simple,  alike  occurring  from  time  to  time  as  charged. 
"Buying  grain  on  the  ground"  as  an  offence  reads  in  curious 
contrast  to  the  present  freedom  of  an  American  "  corner." 

"  Biting  the  germines "  is  uniquely  charged  in  the  case  of 
Bottisford  against  Marlowe  on  p.  31. 

Under  the  head  of  offences  against  morals  John  Impey  and 
Anne  Squier  are  charged  with  "  living  together  in  incontenency," 
and  on  p.  39  Richard  Birchmore,  of  Market  Street,  yeoman,  is 
charged  with  committing  adultery  with  Anne  Killingworth 
[spinster].  It  is  interesting  in  the  latter  case  to  know  that  this 
was  a  felony  under  the  Commonwealth,  but  it  is  not  wholly 
surprising  that  this  enactment  ceased  on  the  Restoration. 

The  names  call  for  no  special  remark,  being  familiar  to  all 
students  of  Bedford  history. 

The  original  entries  arc  throughout  made  in  a  very  beautiful 
clerical  hand,  and  the  volume  is  in  excellent  repair.
